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Good Advice To Farmers 


rice to farmers we have 
noticed in a long time appeared re- 
cecntly Jin ths Homestead at lxdmon- 


ten. The advice was'as follows: - 
Mr. Farmer, if you already have 
some cuws, buy another one = and 


buy her right away before prices go 
any higher. If you are unfortunate 
enough not to have any cows, get 
some and get them immediately. Cut 
enough green feed from your oat 
fields to carry tham through the win- 
ter to grass. But get ‘cows, more 
cows, better cows, cows that will 
give a lot cf milk, They are going 
to be gold mines right soon. The 
answer to any question you may ask 
is “cows,’’—dual purpose cows, — if 
you like them and can get hold o 
some; dairy cows if you prefer, 
wh ther Jersey, Ciatiee Ayesitire 
or Holstein. 

But why this sudden determination 
to eet cows? Listen. Dairying is 
the coming thing for Alberta. The 
province is already nicely started and 
the success thus far gained has 
started the ball rolling. The Edmon- 
ton City Dairy will build a $100,000 
plant. this fall. Alex. McLaren of 
McLaren’s cheese fame has come to 
Alberta and has already — started 
tour plants at RedsDeer, Olds, Bow- 
den and Sylvan Lake, under the 
name of the ‘‘Laurentia Milk Co.” 
“Before fall we expect to have ten 
to fifteen. plants in operation in Al- 
berta,’’ says Mr. McLaren, ‘‘and will 
steadily increase that numic.r as the 
raw milk supply tnzrea-es.’’ The 
you get light on the dairying prop- 
osition now. You know what kinds 
Mormons are going into.dairying in 
the south end of the provinee. Do 
of prices all kinds of dairy, products 
have brought all year. With this 
kind of competition and the demand 
increasing, can you see any gloomy 
lining to th: dairyman’s cloud? 

As to the dairy cow, you have 
some idea of what prices she has 
heen bringing the past year. If you 
haven't, go out and try buying a 
few. Pure bred stuff will run into 
the three-figure price with a ‘‘2" 
on the front of it, for the best strains, 
Good grade cows will hurdle th» cen- 
tury price mark, If there is anyone 
with a herd of milking Shorthorns, 
he has real estate, oil wells and gold 
mines hunting their lairs. The foot 
and mouth disease has shut off the 
old country supply and there never 
was a surplus on this side, either in 
che United States or Canada. The 
demand at present is tremendous, as 
farmers are looking for the cow that 
will bring $60 10 $75 for beef after 
she has raised six or cight) slashing 
good calves and made a steady sup- 
ply of dairy produce besides, The 


cow time is here. The answer is, 
“Buy cows, more cows, and better 
cows."

Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 15 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
ageney, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 50) 
acres, solely owned and vecupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Mus: reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra.

SALOONS AS BENEFICENT 
INSTITUTIONS. 

No one, I suppose, ever held that 
saloons were of educational or spir- 
itual value to a community; but 
few have ventured the statement 
that they offered social attractions, 
but many have claimed that they 
were of financial benefit to a town 
or city. 

The pexpetual-motion idea comes 
nearer to, finding its solution in the 
travels of a false judgment once ex- 
pressed than anything clse. There is 
nothing more difficult to stop,  re- 
tract, or corral. While ‘some are be- 
ing converted to the true idea, leg- 
ions are being decefved by the old ; 
and error seems ever to travel fast- 
er, and to cling more readily and 
tenaciously to the soiled human 
mind, than truth. The idea that the 
liquor traffic is of financial benefit to 
a city or nation, is chief of the much- 
traveled, tenacious errors now extant 
in the world. Thousands of concrete 


. illustrations have been cited to dis- 


prove this, but still one meets it 
everywhere. Every town that had its 
saloons and = suceeeded in closing 
them, has found that business and 
population increased, while taxes and 
crime diminished. The attorney of 
Nockford, Tlinois, says: ‘ Since the 
suloons reopened, the work of the 
State attorney's office has increased 
three thousand per cent. We have 
one hundred cases in our office  to- 
day, and nearly every one of them 
can be traced directly back to the 
saloon. This is vertainly expensive 
business.””, Mr. M. L. Cox, munici- 
pal examiner for the state of lowa, 
has given for publication the —fol- 
lowing interesting account of his 
findings on this question, as munici- 
pal examiner: “fT have discovered 
that a saloon revenue is not neces- 
sary for a city’s maintenance. — In- 
stead I have found, as stated to you 
before, that from a finan:ial view- 
point saloons are a menace and hin- 
drance to the welfare of any city. 
Having: formed this opinion after 
making a comparison of cities of 
near the same population and sur- 
roundings, one with and the other 
without saloons, T found that, with- 
out exception, the city without sal- 
oons was in the better financial con- 
dition. After discovering that this 
comlition existed, T undertook to find 
the reason for it. 

“For example, after examining the 
accounts of a certain city which had 
two saloons to each one thousand in- 
habitants, I found its indebtcdness so 
great that it exceeded the legal lim- 
it, which is based upon twenty-five 
per cent. of the taxable value © of 
property, exeept. for the buying of 
municipal plants. Tts bends couldn't 
be sold in the markets at less than 
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six per cent. It maintained a uni- 
formed force of police, which each 
day marched, or sometimes dragged, 
to the jail its. regular number of 
drunks to be kept overnight and 
brought up next morning before the 
police court, and in the majority of 
cases the fine imposed was paid by a 
jail sentence at the city’s expense. 
The books of the city were poorly 
tept and in a mixed condition, and 
the mayor refused to sign the record 
of the council proceedings when I 
asked him to do so. 

“My next examination was a city 
of the size and surroundings as the 
above. Thicre had been no saloons 
for years. I found better sidewalks, 
bettcr and more paved streets, an 
indebtedness about one fourth the 
amount of the former city’s, besides 
owning its own water plant, valued 
at one hundred thousand dollars. 
The police force consisted of a day 
and a night marshal, with one arrest 
during my stay of two weeks in the 
city.

The efforts at present being made 
towards the erection of a nurses’ 
home ought to meet with general 
response, for a well appointed and 
comfortable home for the iadies, who 
give tne best they have to. this 
splendid and noble work, is _one of 
the first obligations of the citizens. 

We paid our first visit to the vil- 
lage of North Red Deer during the 
past week, and noted, , with some 
surprise, its air of general activity.

Victory Described as Deadly 
Blow at Lloyd George 
Insurance Act ‘ 


J.ondon, Aug. 9.—If the aphorism, 
“What Manchester thinks today Eng- 
land thinks tomorrow” still holds 
good, then the Liberals’ tenure of 
yovernment is approaching its ter- 
mination. Northwest Manchester 
yesterday returned the Unionist ecan- 
didate by a majority of 1,202. At 
the last previous election the Liberal 
candidate had a majority of 445. 

The Unionist papers describe the 
result as a dcadly blow to the gov- 
ernment’s insurance act and to 
Chanzellor of the Exchequer, Lloyd 
George. 

Bonar Law, the opposition leader 
in the house of commons, telegraph- 
ed to the victor: ‘‘What Manchester 
said today England will say at the 
first opportunity and in my opinion 
that opportunity cannot long be de- 
layed.”

DAILY MAIL COMMENT.

“The result is a plain notiee to 
quit, to Mr. Asquith. It deals the 
last blow at his tottering ministry. 
He has pledged his word not to force 
through home rule unless he retains 
the confidence of the constituencies.

“The insurance act is the greatest 
election loser ever devised, with its 
sham benefits, its non-existent sani- 
toria, its taxes, its stamps, and its 
hordes of officials who are given 
license to spy upon the Englishman’s 
home.””

Great Convention at Chicago 
GREAT ENTHUSIASM 


Chicago, August 6.—The National 
Progressive party. took its place in 
the arcna of American politics here 
yesterday, when its first national 
convention assembled in the Collis- 
eum where the Republican National 
convention was held. seven weekw 
ago. 

Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, spon- 
sor for the new party, arrived in 
Chicago in the morning, but did not 
attend the first session of the con- 
vention. 

Former Senator Albert J. Bever- 
idgc, of Indiana, was elected tem- 
porary chairman of the convention 
after Senator Dixon had called the 
assemblage to order and prayer had 
been offered. 

Senator Beveridge, greeted with 
prolonged cheering, delivered his 
“keynote’’ speech, bristling with the 
most advamed ideas of progressive- 
ism. The floor of the big conven- 
tion hall was crowded, and the gal- 
leries, slow to fill at first, held but 
few empty seats when the conven- 
tion got under way shortly before 
one o'clock. 


The delegates were most enthusi. 
astic, frequently interrupting — th 
proceedings with cheers and — ap- 


plause. 
COLORED PROBLIEMS. 
Contests were decided, at a stormy 
executive session of the committee 
yesterday that lasted for three hours 
just before the convention 
While the committee deliberated the 


negroes gathered ‘in’ the corridor: 
‘outside the cammittce room — and 
raised voices in indignant protest 


against not being seated. When th 
decisions were made known, the neg 
ro leaders declared they would con- 
tinue their fight for seats before the 
‘redentials committee of the con 
vention. 

A tentative ar rangement was made 
yy the committee as a means ol 
“ompromisinz which was thought 
would settle the negro dispute. The 
ir 


‘ontestants from Florida to sit 
the convention as ‘‘supplementary 
lelegates without a vote. 

This was considered settled, but 
he Florida negroes, headed by C. H 
Alston, protested’ so vigorously 
hat the committce_ finally decided to 
throw out both Florida delegations, 
the negroes andthe white delegates 
headed by H. L. Anderson. 

In Mississippi, where the Progres- 
sive state convention had been called 
as a “lily white’ meeting, the white 
delegates elected were given their 
seats.
